Centuries ago St. Clement 
of Alexandria said “ If you do 
not hope, you will not find 
what is beyond your hopes.” 
Shakespeare added that “ I he 
miserable 
have 
no other 
medicine, but only hope.” 
Christ did not want His 
followers to be miserable. He 
was pleased with Paul who 
wrote 
that he was content 
regardless 
of any external 
circumstances. 
Paul learned 
what most of us have failed 
to learn, how to be happy 
with what we have. Too many 
of us always are searching for 
something else. 
Paul
